» By The Old Madocean. 
Canada’s first Dominion Day was 
celebrated with processions, excur- 
sions, illuminations and fireworks in 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto and Que- 
bec. Similar, if less elaborate, cere- 
‘monies. were enacted in smaller 


centres evérywhere in Canada. Every- | 


where, that is, except in Madoc, a4 
tiny village located™twenty-five miles 
north of Belleville, Ontario. There 
the inhabitants were too sick to enjoy 
patriotic ceremonies they were 
suffering from a very bad case of 
“Gold Fever”. 

The previous summer, 4 part time 
prospector, M. H. Powell; had dis- 
cover@ gold six mies north of the 
village, and by July Ta 1867, Madoc 
had become the centre of a gold rush. 
“I was prospecting for copper on John 
Richardson's property,” Powell told 
government officials, “when on Au- 
gust 15. 1866, fifteen feet down, I 
atruck free gold.” 

The seam was six inches wide at 
the top, decomposed for six feet and 


then solid to 1 


long, six feet wide and six feet high, 

so I could stand upright in it. 

“The hanging wall was quartzite, 
‘the foot wall granite, and the roof 
composed of feldspar, tale and rocks 
of various kinds, The floor was iron 
tale, quartzite, black mica and other 
minerals. 

“Gola was *found in all these rocks 
in the form of leaves and nuggets. In 
‘the roof, the gold ran through a foot 
of rock, looking like tiny knife blades. 
The largest nugget found was the 
size of. a butternut.” 

The Richardson mine was the first 
gold mine discovered in Ontario. It 
goon became famous throughout Can- 
da, the United States, Britain and 
other countries. It started the Great? 

Gold Rush oft 1867. 

Albert Smallfield, editor of Madoc’s 
weekly newspaper, 
cury, made the first public announce- 
ment of the gold strike, September 8, 
1866, .when he reported: “A small

Belleville, Toronto and Montreal 
newspapers started publishing re- 
ports of the Madoc Gold Fields and 
the fever spread rapidly. “If gold is not 
soon found in quantity , 
a place of note, it will be solely 
the deficiency of the precious

after it", The Mercury reported. 


“Qwners of property are trying their 
luck wherever there are rocks (and 
where are there not) in Madoc Town- 
ship. 

“Also, it already is evident that the 
prospectors will not be confined to 
resident proprietors —- strangers from 
other parts are beginning to flock 
to Madoc, Some, it is rumoured, have 
acquired experience in the celebrated 
auriferous (gold) regions of Califor- 
nia and Australia.” 

During November and December, 
dozens of rumours of new gold dis- 
coveries fed “The Fever". Rocks bar- 
ing traces of gold were brought to 
Madoc for inspection from townships 
on every side of the Richardson Mine. 
Mr. Anstee, said to be an experienced 
in the gold fields of Australia and 
California, claimed he found gold in- 
dications im the swamp back of the 
Richardson _ Mine. John Moore, who 
lives in the same area, was said to 
heave found a boulder full of gold on 
his property, for which he had re- 
fused $1,000.

Characters who claimed to 
have worked in California, Australia 
and Caribou gave expert mining ad- 
vice on street corners: Hotels churned 
with humanity. Brawls broke out in 
the taverns. Stores were robbed. Vil- 
lagers and farmers spent their spare 
time digging in every out-crop in 
sight. And everyone eagerly listened 
to each fresh rumour of gold 
coveries. 


A letter to the editor of The Mer- 


dis- 


cury, written by one of the older 
inhabitants of the village, gives a 


vivid description. of those feverish 
days. - 

Mr. Editor:- Any person who has 
witnessed the gold excitement which 
has prevailed here for some days, 
must arrive at the conclusion that we 
live in a golden rage, if not in the 
“Golden Age”. It is gold here and 
gold’ there and gold everywhere. In 
the Richarson Mine, on the Moore 
lots, and every man's lot, in nuggets, 
in gravel, in sand, on the surface, 
deep down, “on the brain”, in 
fact, everywhere.

If anything more was needed to 
turn Madoc’s Gold into the site of a 
‘real Gold Rush, Mr. Michel's report 
supplied it. New gold discoveries were 
repotted from every part of the dis- 
trict. Oré speciment said to be rich in 
the precious metal were shown, as 
proof, although their dwners refused 
to explain how they had managed to 
‘discover them when the ground was 
covered with deep snow., 

New fields of gold were discovered 
north of Kingston, fifty miles east of 
Madoc north of Peterborough, 
fifty miles to the west. Places as far 
afield as Barrie nad Renfrew were 
reported to have found gold. News- 
papers like the Toronto Globe her- 
alded Upper Canad’s gold fields as 
probably the most extensive and pro- 
fitable in the world.

Two thousand people were expected 
to visit the area from Prince Edward 
County alone. Eight thousand Chinese 
were rumoured to be on their way 
ifrom California. And The Mercury 
itold its readers, ““‘we are likely soon 
to realize the truth of the assertions 
we have frequently heard that in 
every town and village in Canada, 
numbers of persons are preparing to 
‘close up their businesses and start

‘tune in the new Eldorado. Thousands 
lare expected from the United States, 
and as soon as navigation opens, 
there will, be a large quota of gold 
‘seekers from Britain.” . 


To prepare a place for them, John 
'N. Moore, whose farm abutted the 
Richard Mine, anonunced he was go- 
ling to lay out a village on his pro- 
perty, and call it Eldorado, the Span- 
ish word which had come to mean 
“mythical land in which gold .and 
precious stones are found in fabulous 
abundance.” 

Mr. Moore's property was about 
six miles north of Madoc, on the 
Hastings road. Early travellers had 
considered it one of the most dismal- 
looking places in Canada, Only a log 
|shanty had stood on the site the pre- 
vious fall. By May, 1867, eighty build- 
; ings had been erected and more were 
junder construction, Numerous hotels 
‘like the “Golden”, “Ontario”, “Ameri- 
ea”, Eldorado”, and the older “Anglo- 
Saxon" promised prospectors “good 
meals, good cigars and very good 
liquors”. 
| March 27, 1867, the Government of 
Canada announced the formation of 
the Quinte Gold District to bring 
the northely townships of the counties 
of Frontenac, Renfrew, Addington, 
Hastings and. Peterborough under 
federal jurisdiction, A mounted police 
force of twenty-five men was to be 
organized and quartered in Madoc to 
keep peace in the district. 

April 15, The Toronto Leader re- 
ported, “the mounted police were a 
very efficient body of men. Their 
unforms are blue, with gold buttons 
and facings. The troop consists of 
twenty-five men, a sergeant-major, a 
sergeant and a corporal, The. troop 
has left Belleville for,their barracks 


at Madoc”.

I hurried ahead to the mine, arriv- 
ing at the gate just in time to enter 
and hofd it in my hand, forbidding 
Mr. Cameron and his party to come in 
on ‘the premises. Some words passed 
between Mr. Cameron and myself as

and I told him it was an_ungentle- 
manly action for him to head such a 
mob against a man that was left in 
charge of the mine unprotected. I 
also asked him why he did not bring 
such a mob while both Lombard and 
Hardin were there, but chose to do so 
after they had left. 


Some further conversation took 
place, when Mr.*Cameron said, “Boys, 
are you going in?” They all hurrahed 
and said, “Yes!”, and Mr. McGregor 
placed his hand on the gate. Then 
Dr. Devlin, Mr. McQuarrie, “Cariboo” 
Cameron and the crowd at their back, 
rushed at the gate, threw it open, 
and shoved me aside, and walked up 
to the house over, the mine. I then 
took out my pocket book an entered 
the names of the ringleaders. 


Some conversation took place which 
lastéd a few minutes about how un- 
gentlemanly it was for Mr. Cameron 
to induce a man to break his word, 
after he had ‘pledged it that no one 
should go into the mine. I observed 
in reference to a rope which they 
had brought with them, that they 
were on British ground, where a 
man’s house was his castle’ and that 
I was not afraid of Lynch law and 
would guard my rights. 

Two or three of the persons then 
volunteered to fetch Mr. Hardin up, 
and that was done. After some con- 
versation between him (Mr. H.) and 
Mr. Cushman, they thought it best 
under the circumstances — not being 
protected against such a mob — and 
not being inclined to shed blood, to 
allow two of the parties to examine 
the mine. 

In the meantime a messenger had 
been dispatched to Madoc Village 
for. the Mounted Police to send up 
assistance, but before their arrival, 
the parties had inspected the mine, 


and reported the result to their 
friends, who thereupon quietly dis- 
persed, 


May 6th, the mining inspector for 
the district reported 100 shafts had 
been sunk in the area. Four to five 
thousand had visited the Gold Fields 
(many of them con men, gamblers, 
thievers and pickpockets, according 
to The Mercury). On July 6th, he 
reported 300 workings, although many 
of them, he. stated, were being 
worked by prospectors too poor to 
carry on extensive operations. 

After July, the “Gold Fever" began 
to abate. The high cost of mining 
licenses ($5.00 per month) and the 
. failure to find gold in any quantity 
soon discouraged most of the pros- 
pectors.

| that just a year from the first discov- 
ery of gold, enough capital had been 
‘invested to settle whether there was 
|gold enough in the rock to pay for 
jerushing it. “Madoc is in the midst 
‘of the greatest crisis in its history”, 
‘declared Mr. Smallfield. “It will soon 
ibe decided. whether it is to remain a 


lmere inconsiderable country village, 


or become the business centre of a 
| populous, mining region.” 
| ‘The crisis was soon resolved. 


| November 16, the first ingot produced 
from the Richardson Mine was valued 
_at $50.00 to $60.00 per ton. Gold from 
‘the Eldorado Mine yielded $51.00 to 
$53.00 per ton. Later tonnage yields 
‘were considerably less, and most 
mines did not contain even enough 
gold to pay the cost of crushing the 
ore. By the énd of the year, The 
Great? Gold Rush of 1867 had turned 
,into a bust. 

Some of the mills maintained piece 
meal operations until 1869 when 
they either closed down permanently 
or moved their equipment to neigh- 
boring Marmora Township, where 
they underwent further disappoint- 
ments. The Richardson Mine was sold 
for $12,710 in 1869. Re-opened as the 
Phoenix Mine, it was last reported 
in the Mercury, May 7, 1870, having 
trouble controlling water in a new 
shaft they were sinking. The most 
successful mine in the district was 
the Deloro Mine which ran out 
around 1904. 
| April 10, 1869, Mr. Smallfield was 
able to report “that a greater con- 
trast can scarcely be imagined than 
that presented by the village of 
Madoc, compared to what it was just 
two years ago. Madoc is once more 
fairly in possession of its old inhabi- 
tants. Houses are more plentiful than 
tenants and the village has its full 
share of dullness usual at this time 
of the year.” 
| Today if you ask people if they 
‘ever heard of Madoc, they may re- 
call it as a pleasant tree-lined village 
located at the Junction of Highways 
7 and 62. Tell them Madoc was once 
the centre of a famous Canadian 
Gold Rush, and they will likely re- 
spond with an incredulous smile or 
a dubious laugh. Madocians them- 
selves know only the vaguest details 
about the Great Gold Rush. 
| At Edorado, all that remains of thie 
Richardson Mine are a few holes in 
‘the ground, part.of the stone walls 
‘that supported the mill equipment, 
‘and a historical plaque, barely visible 
from Highwy 62, which states: 
| “Site of Ontario's First.Gold Mine. 
In August 1866, Mr. Marcus Herbert 
heaken struck gold nearby on the 
‘farm of John. Richardson. It caused 
‘a substantial gold rush in the sur- 
‘rounding region. Owing to decreas- 
‘ing ore values, wasteful - recovery 
|methods and shortage of capital, 
most of the mines were abandoned 
after a few years of operation.”

1966 increased fourteen and a half! 
per cent to 1,265. The majority of | 


these casualties associated 
with, boating activities, swimming, 
wading and accidental falls into the 
water 

| Nearly 28 per cent of the fatalities 
inyolved boating mishaps. Drownings 
occuring while persons were sWwim- 
_ming er wading increased more than 
53 per cent to 273 victims. About the 
same number of persons lost their 
lives ‘as a result of falling into wate! 
including falling overboard. This in- 
chdes 36 persons who fell into wells, 
ditches, sloughs, tanks and excava- 
tions, 

| ‘There were increases of 100 per 
cent or more in the categories Cover- 
ing drowning associated with Diving 
into Water, Attempted Rescue, Non- 
aquatic Vehicle, Seizure and O¢cu- 
pations, 

The age group between 13 and,21 
continues to record the highest num- 
ber of fatalities with 293. This repre- 
sents more than .23 per cent of the 
total figure. 

While statistics are not complete, 
figures show that at least 170 chil- 
dren under 12 years of age drowned 
because: there were no adults super~ 
vising them. 

The increase in drownings over 
1963 was probably due to the extra- 
ordinary fine weather that most parts 


were 


‘ of Canada} enjoyed in 1966. People 


took to the water in greater numbers 
and more frequently too, in order 
to make the most of the good weather. 
This increased the probability of ac- 
cidental drowning and the figures 
bedr this out in the final results. 

The Red Cross has no alternative 
but to keep harping on the subject 
of water safety and to continue e@X- 
panding its educational program. until 
the annual death toll by drowning 
decreases to a realistic figure. Drown- 
ings can never be totally prevented 
but they definitely can be reduced 
substantially if everyone makes an 
honest effort of becoming more aware 
of water safety principles and prac- 
tices. ;

Barrow, Alaska, to Miami, 'tele- 
Vision sets are more popular 
than Bing Crosby's version of

And sports programs have 
become, much to the chagrin 
of many. the number. one 

‘ brand. of eartertainment each 
weekend. Much. of the pre- 
ferred air time is now taken up 
on the weekends by the major 
seasonal sports with a host of 
spectaculars tossed ‘in during 
the week, 


In fact, Saturday is now a 
sportsman’s delight, with a va- 
riety of games running hour 
upon hour. 


In Canada we are subjected 
to both brands of television 
sports, namely Canadian and 
American channels. The Amer- 
ican Big Three, CBS, ABC, and 
NBC, are engaged in hourly 
catfights seeking the viewing 
audience which is now in the 
millions, These networks will 
go to any extreme to acquire 
the “television rights’ to a 
sporting event, and then un- 
mercifully make a mockery of 
the entire show. 


Their apparent logic is 
simple: They own what the 
viewer wants.

for the TV rights, and there- 
fore, they must attempt to de- 
fray their large outlay of dol- 
lars by selling a multitude of 
sponsors on the idea ofl 
advertising.

And they have achieved 
this by bringing the viewer top 
events in fine fashion, but in 
the realin of sports they've 
struck out continuously. Their 
mistakes have far out- 
numbered their correct moves. 

It's about time these giants 
huddled with (a group of 
knowledgeable gentry from the 
sporting fraternity and reached 
a solution to their growing 
problems.

THE GREAT MADOC > 
MARRIAGE SCANDAL 


In the fall of 1866, Madoc was not 
only writhing with “gold fever’, it 
was also struggling with the. enor- 
mous moral and political implica- 
tions of a great marriage scandal. 
Mr. A. F. Wood, the leading politi- 
cian of Madoc, as well as a leading 
businessman, Postmaster and Mar- 
riage License Agent, had been ac- 
cused by Albert Smallfield, the editor 
of the Madoc Mercury, of issuing il- 
legal marriage licenses. If these ac- 
cusations were correct, many inno- 
cent citizens of the township had 
been living in sin for years and their 
descendants were what is commonly 
known as “bastards”, 

Mr. Wood fought for his political 
career in the best traditional fashion 
®y claiming the reports’ were false 
and by catling Mr. Smallfield as a 
“pettifogging editor of no import- 
ance’. Mr. Smallfield responded in 
the traditional editorial style, 
eaying that it was the duty of news- 
papers to criticize and expose pwblic 
figures even if they did represent one 
ot their largest sources of advertis- 
ing income. So the classic battle of 
power versus justice and freedom of 
the press was enacted in this village 
of some 500 souls during the fall of 
1866. 

Mr. Smalifield’s

In July, 
1866, the federal representative for 
North Hastings, M: Wallbridge, re- 
quested copies of the correspondence 
between the officer authorized to is- 
gue Marriage Licenses and A..

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There is a small village on 
the plains of Israelpstanding in 
the shadows of the hills of 
Samaria, called Megiddo. The 
Biblical Apocalypse names it

few ghaps. But any map will 
show the outlines of Phe State 
of Israel, a sliver of land at the 
eastern’ end of the Mediterra- 
nean. which Jast month cele 
brated its 19th anniversary as 
a modern national homeland 
for the Jewish people. 
Significantly, maps produced 
in Arab countries do not iden- 
tify the ferritory by its gener- 


shy ally-accepted name, Such maps 


will refer to the area as “Jew- 
.  jsh-oceupied Palestine,” 


Thus come the violent disa- 
yreements between Jew and 
Arab which have unsettled the 
Middle East, threatened to 
touch off a new war of flame 
and fire in the lands which 
cradled civilization, and creat- 
ed new tensions between the 
big powers. » 


Because the achievements of 
Israel have so. overshadowed 
the still feudal way of life of 
its backward Arab neighbors, 
the overwhelming sympathy of 
Canada and the West is with 
Israel in its current gallant 
struggle with the Arab Middle 
Kast. 

While the israelis were put- 
ting the land under the plow, 
building industry and fostering 
education, her, Arab neighbors 
have remained trapped in the 
age-old poverty which has a)- 
ways gripped the masses of 
Egypt, Syria, Jordan and the 
rest of the Arab Middle Fast. 


Even the socialist revola- 
tionary, Gamel Nasser, has 
been unable to rescue Egypt 
from its traditional Jewish 
hatred. It has thus been Nasser 
. Whose country has the least 
cause to fight Israel because it 
shares little common border -— 
who has invoked the absurd 
Moslem cali for Jihad --- Holy 
War against the Jews. 

In the 20th wentury, any na- 
tional leader who incites his 
people to Holy War im the 
name of religion, represents a 
philosophy which, surely must

better belong to the garbage 
dump of history than in’ the 
councils of modern diplomacy. 
' In the strategy which built 
Egyptian-Israeli tension to the 
flash point, Nasser and his Syr- 
ian allies first fomented bor- 
der clashes to build a spirit of

Then came Nasser’s sudden 
demand gor withdrawal of the 
United “Nations Emergency 
Force, the peace-keeping group 
put together 10 years ago it 
Canada’s behest, which has 
ever since been patrolling the

Egypt. 
UN  Secretary-General U 


Thant has beeh criticized for 
moving so quickly to bow to 
Muvpt’s demands’ While it is 
true he’ had no option but to 
yet the troops off Egyptian 
soil (anything less would have 
amounted to armed U-N occu- 
pation of a soverign state) 
the tragedy. is that U Thant 
moved so quickly. The crisis is 
one in which the slow negotia- 
tion of diplemacy might have 
dampened the fuse of war. 


Instead, the hasty withdra- 
wal emboldened Nasser. to 


-clome the Gulf: of Aqaba, Is- 


rael’s vital southern outlet to 
the Red Sea and thence to the 
Fer East. While the U.S. and . 
Canada have declared the Gulf 
to be international waters, the 
Soviets have injected big pow- 
er rivalry by backing Nasser in 
his action in ordering the Gulf 
closed and his threats to sink 
any Israeli ship using the wat- 
erway. 


The Arab position, as taken 
by Nasser and his allies, is that 
Israel must be destroyed and 
Palestine returned to Arab 
rule. 


The force of history, how- 
ever, clearly endorses Isrgel as 
both the Middle East's only 
democracy and its only modern 
state. 


Nasser's socialist revolution 
has. failed. to move Egypt into 
the 20th century. Unable to 
uplift his people, probably also . 
unable to win a military clash, 
the Nasser bluster is a desper- 
ate diplomatic gamble, aimed 
zt winning a moral victory 
over Israel without actually 
having.to fight for it.

The citizens of Madoc and District 
are invited to attend the official open- 
ing of the Centennial room at the 
Madoc Memorial Public Library on 
Friday afternoon, June 16th, at 2:00 
p.m. 

The Centennial room was planned 
in 1965 when the Board canvassed 
the village for the necessary funds 
and raised $1,553.51. Work was 
started in 1966 and completed the 
same year. » 

Due to new regulations of the De- 
partment of Education Library Ser-' 
vice, the Madoc Association Library 
has been changed and is now a Free 
Public Library. | 

Madoc Public Library was first | 
organized in the year 1909, in Mr. 
William Cross’ law office. A group 
of far-seeing gentlemen of Madoc 
Village canvassed the village for sig- 
natures to a declaration for incor- 
poration of the village library. These 
citizens included .the names of Rev. 
Masses Burton, Phelps, Machay, Sey- 
mour, William Cross, William Mac- 
Intosh/’ Thos.- Cross and J. C. Dale, 
F. W. O'Flynn, T. J. Ivy and A. Cas- 
key. Mr. D. E. K. Stewart had. 
generously offered a room for library 
purpose, adjoining his law office. 
(Ken Connor's Apts.) 

These gentlemen canvassed the vil- | 
lage and collected $200.00 for start-. 
ing the library. 173 volumes were 
selected at a cost of $136.00. Mr. 
Seymour was the first librarian. With 
a salary of $2.17 for one month. A 
petition was presented to the ‘village 
Council asking for a grant. The Coun- 
cil gave the library a grant of $50.00. 
In 1902 the Board received their first 
Government Grant, amounting to 
$195.00. In 1905, the library was 
;moved to the Y¥.M.C.A. rooms. In 
1910, Miss Mouncey was appointed 
librarian (first lady on the Board). 
The library was moved again to Mr. 
A. F. Wood's office building, south 
of J. Stewart's residence. (Nearly 
every other meeting a committee was 
appointed to wait on the Village Coun- 
cil to ask for the, grant.)

“From 1961 to 1966 Canada’s 
total output grew at a rate of six 
per cent per annum, but in the latter 
part of 1966 and the first quarter 
‘of 1967, this rate of growth dropped 
\sharply. The present lull, if I may 
cw] it that, may come as.a welcome 
relief from the rapid pace of 1966 
and prior years. However, I do not 
look for any long term faltering. €on- 
tinued growth is in the cards for 
the current year, thoifgh not as high 
as in the last few years possibly a 
three to four per cent increase in 
real terms, mostly in the last®half 
of the year. Next year should return 
to the growth pattern of 1961-1966.” 

The sources of growth in Canada’s 
economy in’ 1966, as in- the previous 
two years, were the investment by 
business in capital, equipment and 
-buildings, increases in exports, con- 
tinued growth in government spend- 
ing, as well as the constant pressure 
from the consumer who continued to 
spend much of every increased dollar 
of income, Mr.. Paton said. 

“However, the expansion in spend- 
ing last year was accompanied by 
large price increases and our economy 
was simply not able to produce the 
ten -per cent increase in goods that 
individuals, businesses and govern- 
ments attempted to buy. As a resut 
increases in price spoiled the excel- 
lent record of price stability that the 
economy achieved in the early 1960's. 
Nor are the price increases at an end 
for it will be very difficult to prevent 
price increases below three per cent 
this year.

During the months of January, 
February and March of this year, a 


record of Hungarian Partridge sight- | 


ings was kept for the Napanee area. 

In the winter months, these birds 
gather together in small groups called 
“coveys’’ which are easily seen when 
the countryside is covered with snow. 
They are quite often seen close to 
the roads where they feed on green 
grass shoots exposed by the blades 
of the’ snowplows. 

As spring approaches and the snow 
begins to disappear, the birds pair off 
and spread out over the countryside, 
where their protective colouration 
blends into their surroundings, mak- 
ing their detection difficult the 
untrained eye, 

A total of 43 sightings located 13 
different coveys containing approxi- 
mately 150 birds. : 

ft is hoped that this high number 
of birds seen is an indication of an in- 
crease in the Hungarian Partridge 
population in this area.

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WALLEYE SAMPLING 


By J. L. Ives, Conservation Officer 
: During the Walleye spawning run 
this spring, Department staff. were 
assisted by Rod and Gun Club mem- 
bers in a program of catching, meas- 
uring, marking and taking scale 
samples from Walleye in the Trent, 
Napanee and Salmon Rivers. 

The fish were caught with dipnets, 
measured and several scales removed 
and then they were marked by clip- 
ping the third dorsal spine from the 
dorsal fin. 

The largest fish was a female, 
measuring 31% inches and the small- 
est fish was a male, measuring 12 
inches. 

Over 200 Walleye were sampled 
and marked in this way, which will 
enable the Department to determine 
the various age groups of fish repre- 
sented in the spawning runs. 

Next year plans are being made to 
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REVIEW OFFICE. 
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use tags on captured Walleye so that 
individual growth rates and move- 
ments of the Walleye can be studied 
on a much wider scale. 

Aside from this, special documenta- 
tions will be mace on shifts of Wall- 
eye from one spawning location to an- 
other, as there have been some sig- 
nificant changes in the use of spawn- 
ing grounds by Waueye in the rivers 
entering the Bay of Quinte and else- 
where in the EBay cf Quinte proper 
in the past few years.

There are many 
theories about how porcupine quills 
can be removed from flesh. All of | 
them interesting. But, pliers work. 
Ideally, one should not pull out 
a quill. The porcupine quill is a 
modified hair — seldom more than 
three inches long — it bears scaly 
barbs which anchor it firmly in any 
flesh that the porcupine strikes | 
with its tail. When one pulls on | 
the quill, the barbs catch in the 
flesh. | 
A)l things being equal, the efficient | 
|means of removing a porcupine quill | 
‘lies in pushing it through the flesh 
‘and out the other side. This prevents 


‘the barb from catching in the flesh; | 


and it works rather well if one finds 
simple situations, such as a quill stuck 
in the fleshy ear flaps of a long-eared 
dog or the flesh between two human | 
fingers. But one seldom finds such | 
conveniently-placed quills. The push 


system does not work well if the quill 


has been lodged in a_ position that | 


would require pushing it through the 
dog’s brain and out the opposite ear. 

The average porcupite has about 
30,000 quills, covering is body from 
head to tail. In addition, it has the 
long guard hairs and short undercoat 
hairs that all mammals have, Porcu- 
pines are born with quills, but they 
are soft and flexible until the [little 
animal dries. 

Porcupines are not vicious,. accord- 
ing to the Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists. They are defensive reac- 
tors, rather than aggressive. They 
are activated by the proximity of an- 
other creature. When some animals 
come close to them, they apparently 
do not trouble their small brains by 
weighing whether the other animal 
poses a threat. They slap it with their 
quilled. tail, instead. Thus, when an 
over-friendy cow wanders nose-to- 
nose with a porcupine, the cow usu- 
ally winds up with a muzzle full of 
quills.

that are not’ mentioned in “Safety 
Afloat”. The first is an amendment 
which statés that every vessel pro- 
pelled ‘soley by oars or paddles shall 
carry one bailer and one approved 
life jacket or cushion for each passen- 
ger. If the boat is over 18 feet, onby 
one approved life jacket for each 
passenger is acceptable. 

The second point is that the owner 
of a vessel as well as the operator 
is responsible for the equipment 
aboard and if such is lacking, both 
shall be prosecuted, 

Besides the RCMP checking boats 
in the area, the Ontario Provincial 
Police will also be out on the lakes.

Canadians this weekend cele- 
brate the greatest event in 
their country’s history, but 
there will be no frenzy of na- 
tional emotion or outpouring 
of flag-waving patriotism. 


Instead, the Centennial of 
Confederation will be marked 
across the land with harmless 


amusements . . balls and 
— ficld days and fish- 
g. 


For those who care about 
such things, the great remain- 
ing task in the Canadian Con- 
federation is the creation of a 
new constitution to replace the 
British North America Act. 


: h the heart of this question 
is the relationship between the 
provincial governments and Ot- 
tawa, and the roles that each 

-ghould play in Confederation. 
It is because these govern- 
ments have been unable to 
agree on how changes should 
be made in the BNA Act (note 
that 1 said how, not what 
changes), that Canada has left 
the BNA Act to this day in the 
hands of the British Parlia- 
ment. 


But it seems evident that the 
final rewriting or substitution 
of the BNA Act with a distinc- 


tively Canadian constitution 
will be achieved in the next 
decade. 


The plain fact, of course, is 
that this would have been done 
a long time ago but for the 
special position of one Prov- 
ince; Quebec. And Quebec ho 
longer thinks of itself as a 
ethnic minority. buf instead as 
a “majority society” in that 
part of Canada with complete 
control over its own social 
structure’ 


The process of 
complete — control for the 
French Canadian society or 
“nation” in Quebec began 
when Quebec withdrew from 
federallyfinanced programs in 
fields which under the BNA 
Act, come exclusively under 


obtaining 


provincial jurisdiction. By giv- 
ing up this federal aid, Quebec 
obtained the right to levy a 
larger percentage of tbe prov- 
ince’s taxes. 


The aim of Quebec today — 
and this will likely remain no 
matter which party is in power 
— is to win absolute control 
over education, old-age securi- 
ty, family allowances. health, 
labor matters and cultural af- 
fairs. This includes the right to 
do business directly with 
other governments, be they Ca- 
nadian or foreign, within these 
fields. 


Having set out these boun- 
daries of influence, one can ex- 
pect Quebec to extend its hori- 
zons as its primary aims are 
achieved. 


Is Quebec to be given a spe- 
cial status not enjoyed by oth- 
er provinces with Confedera- 
tion? Or, in order to maintain 
all provinces on an equal level, 
must the powers of the Federal 
Government be curbed by giv- 
ing to all frovinces the rights 
which Quebec insists must be 
its. 


Opponents of the special’ 
status idea say this would 
prove intolerable to the rest of 
the country; that “the rest of 
the country would have noth- 
ing to say about what went on 
in Quebec; but Quebec would 
have just as mach as ever to 
say about what went on in the 
rest of the country. 


It appears equally obvious, 
however, that the transfer of 
added powers to all provinces 

or defederalization, as it 
might be called — would pro- 
duce economic and political 
disarray in Canada. 


Then, there are those who 
would leave things just as they 
are, But obviously this is not 
to be done. That which has 
endured a century cafinot be 
expected to last another dec- 
ade without drastic changes.

“So long as we have known Madoc, — 


ithe “Twelfth” has always been the 
‘day to which men, Women and child- 
iren look forward, to set themselves 
‘free from their ordinary avocations 
land enjoy the bustle and excitement 
‘ol a general holiday,” claimed A. 
| Smallfield’ Editor of The Mercury. 

| “In fact”, claimed Mr. Smalifield, 
l““what the ‘Fourth’ is to an Ameri- 
can, the ‘Twelfth’ is to our hard- 
working, almost packswood people; 
‘only that instead of demanding 
‘spread-eagle’ oration, they are satis- 
fied to listen to a sermon appropriate 
to the occasion, and in lieu of a mili- 
tary. parade, they look ‘forward to 
‘seeing the “Orangemen” take their 
‘annual ‘walk’. 

| In the 1860's, like this year, Madoc 
‘was selected as the site of the meet- 
‘ing of the Orange Lodges of Nor:h 
‘Hastings. 

Here is an on-the-site report of the 
“Walk” held in 1865. 

“Wednesday being the 12th of July, 
‘most of the Orange Lodges in North 
‘Hastings, according to previous ar- 
‘rangement, met together in Madoc to 
celebrate the anniversary of the Bat- 
tle of the Boyne, and in truth, there 
was a goodly assemblage of the Breth- 
ren of the Order, accompanied (as is 
usual in such gatherings) by many 4 
‘comely matron and many @ bonny 
‘lass, whose happy looks and sunny 
jsmiles betokened the pleasurable 
‘satisfaction they experienced on this 
important day. 

There were in all about 17 Lodges 
‘trom the different distrits, and doubt- 
‘less but for the cloudy aspect of the 
morning, added to the distance many 
of the Lodges would have had to tra- 
vel, there would have .been a far 
greater assemblage; but still there 
was a much larger concourse of 
people congregated together than 
ouf village is wont to see. 

“According to program, the Village 
Lodge, with drums beating and colors 
‘flying, marched from their Lodge 
room soon after ten o'clock, to meet 
the Lodges from various parts of the 
township, as well as those from 
Elzevir and Marmora. The Lodges 
from the North having assembled to- 
gether, proceeded through the village 
to meet the Lodges from the south. 
When all had arrived on the ground, 
they formed two deep, and headed
